ing, and sewerage. It also gives them 
charge of the supply and distribution 
of water to parkways, streets, bathing 
establishments, 
laundries, 
fountains, 


and 
troughs, and of the 
markets, 


slaughter-houa-is, institutions of in- 
struction and charity, prisons, and the 
local -reformatory. 


Broad Powers Are Given. 


The officials are also given supervis- 


ion of the sanitary and hygienic service 
and of the amusements and public 
meetings, the use and maintenance of 
good order upon public ways. 
This 


cov«rs such matters as the display of 
advertisements, the exhibition of flags 
on the street, hawking noisas, the dis- 


" charge of firearms and fireworks with- 


in the city boundary. Vagrancy, the 
suppression of vice nad immorality, the 
icgulatlsn of rates for 
vehicles, the 


regulation of gas, water, the electricity, 
telephonic and telegraphic connections, 


. the fire department, watchmen, private 


-police, and.the imposition of fines for 
the ibreaklng of ordinances are 
also 


matters with 
which 
they are em- 


powered to deal; but it is provided 
that the officials shall impose no lines 
in excess of $50. 


Right to Spend Income. 


The municipal administration shall 


include the use, care, and preservation 
of lands, goods, and rights which are 
appurtenant to the city and the estab- 
lishments dependent thereon, and the 
administration, distribution, collection, 
and expenditure of and'accounting for 
all income and taxes necessary to carry 
on the municipal functions. The offi- 
cials shall have power to grant fran- 
chises .and concessions. In such mat- 
ters as are not within their functions" 
the city council and mayor must, with- 
in the limits of their power, assist the 
central government. Neither the cen- 
tral nor the 
provincial 
government 


shall have power to intervene in mat- 
ters placed under the control of the 
city officials. 
This gives more com- 


plete power than was ever before given 
to a municipality in the island. The 
granting of a charter to Havana will 
doubtless be followed by the granting 
of charters to other cities as soon as 
the documents can be prepared.

Quarantined for Smallpox. 


Montreal, Que., July 9.—Despite the

THE CHINESE QUESTION 


Views of an American Who Has 


Lived Long at Peking. 


RUSSIA'S 
STEOKG 
rOOTHOLB. 


Dr. tovrry Says All Other Nations, 


Especially Jaimn, Have Been Fore- 
Mtallea 1)y Her—Pai'tUion of Empire 
Not Yet nt Hand—Solution ot Chi- 
na.'* Future—MoralM of CliiucHc. 
The Rev. Dr. H. H. Lowry, who is 


aii American and president of the Pc- 
£ing university, believes that the dis- 
incmltcruicut c-t China is net yet .at 
hand, despite the steps for the repres- 
sion of the Chinese which have liacl to 
be taken oc account of the outrages 
committed by the Boxers .iigniust the 
missionaries. Dr. Lowry hns just ar- 
rived in the United States on a vaca- 
tion. He has spent the greater part of 
his life in China. 
He wont there S3 


years ago. 
His belief that China will 


not be dismembered is not simply the 
result of his own observations; it is 
yuite in accord with the views of prao- 
Ueally all the foreign embassadors and 
Ministers there, he says. 


"Just before leaving China," said Dr. 


Lowry to a reporter of the New York 
Bun, "I had a talk with the American 
minister to China, Edwin H. Conger. 
He told me that the representatives of 
the powers had considered the matter 
In all its various phases and had reach- 
ed the conclusion that a partition of 
China would be most undesirable, for 
It could not be done without the inevi- 
table tuid long expected general war. 
You see, every nation is anxious to ob- 
tain the yolk of the egg. Every nation 
wants to obtain more than its competi- 
tors. 
Russia, which is the strongest 


power in the east today, is said to bo 
behind the sudden reactionary move- 
ment, and I believe this to be true. At 
the same time, Russia can do nothing, 
even with the aid of France, so long as 
America, Great Britain aucl Japan act 
together." 


"Has Russia obtained so strong a 


foothold in northern China as alleged?" 


"Yes; she has anticipated and fore- 


stalled all other nations, especially Ja- 
pan, which has irretrievably lost its 
opportunity to become the ruling pow- 
er of the far east. Had Japan struck 
the necessary blow at Russia last year 
and had she won, she would have been 
in a.position to dictate to all the world 
EO far as China is concerned. 


"The Chinese are essentially a com- 


mercial, and agricultural race. 
The 


general conception that they are all 
akin to the lanndrymen so common in 
our country is absurd. 
China lias ti 


high civilization, with a fine literature, 
and, while Chinese methods may seem 
antiquated and ridiculous from our 
viewpoint, yet there Is much to be said 
In favor of the Confucian civilization.- 
For instance, there is not one line in 
ell the Chinese sacred books, upon 
which Chinese civilization rests and 
•which prescribe etiquette and morals, 
which could not be read aloud before 
children. This is more than can be 
said of the sacred books of some other 
nationalities and races. But to return 
to the individual Chinese. 
He is .not 


dense. On the contrary, he is an intel- 
lectual marvel In many respects. The 
greatest occidental diplomats are help- 
less when face to face with the diplo- 
mats of China. . A Chinese diplomat 
will sit opposite to you and will lie 
most palpably and openly, and yet, 
knowing that every word he has ut- 
tered is a lie, you can do nothing. That 
Is why diplomacy moves so slowly in 
Peking. 


"Time and again the foreign repre- 


sentatives in Tiling have thought they 
had the Chinese government cornered, 
without a loophole for escape. Never- 
theless when the crucial moment has 
arrived Chinese 'diplomacy' .1ms ena- 
bled the government to turn a mental 
somersault and to wiggle out of any 
and all promises made." 


"Then Chinese morality is not very 


high, judged by our standards?" 


"On the contrary, China is the most 


moral nation in the world, taken as a 
nation. Of course there are individu- 
als in every nation flint disgrace them- 
selves and their face. It is so with 
China; but, on the whole, the Chinese 
are exceptionally moral. Sexual laxity 
is held in far greater abhorrence in 
China than in any occidental land, and 
reverence for parents is fur more gen- 
eral there Than here or in Europe, as 
all the world knows." 


"But if China is so civilized why are 


the Chinese so opposed to foreigners?" 


"There has been a somewhat natural 


reaction. 
After the war of 1SGO the 


nations made a great mistake in ad- 
mitting China iuto the comity of na- 
tions as a civilized power. They should 
have taken charge of the empire in- 
stead, and n. period of at. least 100 
years should have been devoted to its 
reform. That precaution was neglect- 
ed, and the nations are now reaping 
the consequence. 
China as a nation 


is woudrously and terribly conceited. 
This must always be borne in mind 
when Chinese matters are considered. 
Most serious international complexi- 
ties there have been due to this Chi- 
nese trait. 
Every time foreigu vig- 


ilance is relaxed China arrives at the 
conclusion that she has grown power- 
ful enough to dispense with foreigners, 
and unpleasant incidents of all sorts 
ensue. 


"The mistake of 1SGO might have 


been remedied in 1805, just after the 
Japanese war. 
Then Japan should 


have assumed the- responsibility of 
modernizing China, but Russia inter- 
fered, and, as a result, China, having 
recovered 
from 
her 
humiliation, is 


again endeavoring to throw off all for- 
eign Influence." 


"Could not the progressive Li Hung 


"Li is progressive only when it suits 


his persousil purposes. Ho has proved 
a great disappointment to many of his 
friends, though he has many admirers 
still. While enlightened in many ways, 
he is yet Chinese. -But all reactionary 
influences combined cannot prevent the 
gradual elimination of Chinese medie- 
valism, for the leaven is there anil is 
working. 
The younger generation of 


Chinese will prove the nltlnia/c salva- 
tion of their country, no matter what 
measures the government may take 
against them." 


"Is China worth the trouble she is 


giving?" 


"Most assuredly. 
It is no secret that 


China is one of the richest mineral 
countries in the world. Valuable-min- 
erals and precious stones can bo found 
in many parts of the vast empire. 
As 


yet little mining has been done—that 
is. what we would consider mining— 
but the minerals are there, awaiting 
the call of man. China's lands are fer- 
tile and %yere they tilled according to 
modern methods would yield handsome 
returns, especially if properly fertiliz- 
ed. Even as it is, many, if not most, 
of the farms in China, though they 
have been under cultivation continu- 
ously for more than a thousand yoavi, 
still yield good crops. 
This speaks 


well for Chinese soil, if uot for the 
farmer. 


"The real object of the Boxers is said 


to be the perpetuation of the Mantchoo 
dynasty and the expulsion or death of 
every foreigner. 
The names of the 


leaders of the Rnxcrs are unknown, 
for the order is strictly secret. Owing 
to the general, reactionary spirit now 
prevailing the numbers of the Boxers 
are constantly increasing, and as the 
army itself is said to be in favor of 
this sect, the. present danger to the for- 
eign contingent is much graver than is 
generally admitted. 


''Yet China's future is not as perplex- 


ing as might seem at first glance," con- 
tinued 
Dr. 
Lowry. 
"The solution 


which, to my way o£ thinking, must 
come, is to have (he empire governed 
by a home government sanctioned and 
controlled by the nations. In that way 
alone will China- ever make a lasting 
advance. 
I luul sincerely hoped and 


expected that to Japnn might fall the 
lot of modernizing China, but interna- 
tional jealousies made this impossible. 
As it is, we must all hope (hut the na- 
tions may not so far lose their heads, as 
to plunge into war on account of 
China. It would be terrible and would 
be of no benefit to China. Rightly gov- 
erned and with her resources properly 
and judiciously developed, China will 
prove a tremendous factor in the 
world's affairs—commercially and oth- 
erwise."
